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A  Murderer's 
Lost  Message 

Joseph  Oulette,  22,  was  hanged  at  the 
Oakalla  Prison  Farm,  British  Columbia, 
for  the  shotgun  slaying  ot  two  elderly 
Chinese  vegetable  gardners.  A  few  days 
before  his  execution,  he  wrote  his  story 
and,  handing  it  to  A  guard,  said:  “Show 
H  to  the  boys.  I  hope  it  does  some  good." 

We  reproduce  portions  of  his  message 
—also  hoping  it  will  do  some  good: 

I  started  out  young.  The  first  thing 
I  ever  stole  was  a  pair  of  ice  skates; 
then  it  got  worse,  until  now  I  have  only 
a  few  days  to  live.  You  see,  kids,  if 
you  play  you  must  pay  not  only  on  earth 
but  the  Lord  shall  punish  also  if  you  do 
sot  obey  His  law  as  well  as  man-made 
laws.  I’ve  not  only  broken  man’s  law 
but  God’s  law  as  well. 

I’ve  always  lived  my  life  my  way 
and  never  thought  how  wrong  I  was. 
The  Lord  put  us  on  earth  for  a  purpose; 
that  was,  to  live  for  Him  and  to  follow 
His  way  of  life. 

If  you  must  have  money,  the  best  and 
easiest  way  to  get  it  is  by  working  for 
it  and  you  will  enjoy  it  100  per  cent 
more,  than  to  have  to  keep  looking  over 
your  shoulder  to  see  if  the  police  are 
coming. 

Never  fool  around  with  guns  or  knives 
er  you  will  die  the  way  I  am  to,  or 
spend  the  rest  of  your  life  behind  bars. 

Death  is  nothing:  but  it  is  the  wait¬ 
ing  and  wondering  if  you  will  go  to 
Heaven  or  Hell.  I  often  wonder  what 
it  is  like  in  the  next  world  and  where  I 
will  spend  eternity.  I  hope  It  is  with  the 
Lord,  but  I  must  first  believe  in  Jesus 
Christ  and  pray  to  Him. 

ft  never  pays  to  be  a  tough  guy  and 
•ay:  “I  don’t  care,”  I  tried  that  and  I 
realize  it  is  not  toughness  but  just  to 
cover  your  weakness.  No  man  is  tough

I  am  sorry  now  that  I  never  thought 
the  Lord  and  prayed  more  often. 
Maybe  I  would  not  have  ended  this  way.

••e  how  much  happier  you  will  be  and 
bow  easy  it  is  to  face  trouble.  You  may 
think  I  am  a  sissy  and  afraid  of  death.

Grants  To  Church  Hospitals 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.— (RNS>— A  court 
tent  of  the  constitutionality  e#  federal 
grants  to  sectarian  hospitals  was  thresh 
ened  here  by  two  Protestants  at  a  Sen¬ 
ate  bearing. 

Making  the  threat  were  Dr.  Glenn  L. 
Archer,  executive  director  of  Protestants 
aod  Other  Americans  United  for  Sep¬ 
aration  of  Church  and  State,  and  Dr. 
Joseph  M.  Dawson,  executive  director 
of  the  Baptist  Joint  Committee  on  P<h- 
Be  Affairs. 

The  two  testified  at  a  Senate  District 
of  Columbia  hearing  on  legislation  e*- 
t ending  public  assistance  to  'nonprofit 
hospital*  in  the  capital. 

The  bill  would  extend  public  funds  on 
a  50-50  matching  basis  to  four  non¬ 
profit  hospitals,  including  two  sectarian 
institutions,  which  plan  to  erect  new 
buildings.

Through  a  sweeping  revival  movement 
in  China,  God  is  stock  piling  power  in 
the  lives  of  his  followers;  and  this  will 
assure  survival  through  the  bath  of  blood 
and  the  scourge  of  fire  upon  them  today; 

This  movement  of  opposing  God  is 
marching  to  its  destruction.  It  is  digging 
its  own  grave.  Christ  has  a  great  invest¬ 
ment  in  China  and  He  will  not  walk 
off  and  leave  the  field.  Not  all  the  wick¬ 
ed  men  of  earth  nor  demons  of  hell  can 
prevail  against  this  redemption  invest¬ 
ment.

sociation  of  Colleges  and  Schools  made 
at  Ridgecrest,  N.  C.t  last  week,  said, 
“Higher  education  is  a  definite  part  of 
our  national  defense.  As  s  matter  of  fact, 
it  Is  front-line  defense  and  is  more  pri¬ 
mary  than  tanks,  planes  and  guns.”
